vex his heart. Mzſeriaeſt copia tribulationis, 
&* inopia conſolationis, quando multifarie quis 
patitur : &- a memine nelevatur 3 Miſery is 
then a Sea of tribulation, and ſcarce a drop of 
conſolation , when a man is oppreſſed many 
wayes, and relieved by n0 means. 

Thirdly, In the Life of the Beggar we 
noted what he delired in this. hfe, Crumbs, + 
defired to be refreſhed with the Crumbs that 
fell from the rich mans Table, _ ; 

By theſe words ourLord Jeſus doth ſhew 
us the frame of a Chriſtians heart, and alſo 
the heart and carriage of worldly. men to- 
wards the Saints of the Lord. The Chr 

{ſtian's heart 1s held forth by this, that any 
+ thing will conitent him while hes on this 
2” - fideGlory; Andhe deſired to be fed with 
the Crumbs, the Dogs meat, any. thing, 
fay, a Chriſtian wyll be-content. with any 

- thing, if he have but to keep life and foul 
\ <2. So 
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together ( as we uſe to ſay ) heis content, 
he 1s ſatisfied 3 he hath learned, if he hath 
learned to be a Chriſtian, to be content with 
any thing 3 as Parl faith, I have learned in 
whatſoever ſtate I am, therewith to be content. 
He learns 1n all conditions to ſtudy to love 
God, to walk with God, to give up him- 
lf to God 3 and if the Crumbs that fall 
from the Rich mans Table will but fatisfie 
nature, and give him bodily ſtrength, that 
thereby he may be the more able to walk in 
the way of God, he is contented, ard he 
deſired to be fe with the the Crumbs that fell 
from the Rich man's Table. But mark he 
had them not 3 you do not find that he had 
ſo much as a crumb or ſcrap allowed unto 
him. No, then the Dogs will be beguiled, 
that muſt be preſerved for the Dogs. From 
whence obſerve, that the ungodly world do 
love their Dogs better than the Children of 
God 5 youl ſay that is ſtrange : It 1s, ſo in- 
deed, yet it is true, as will be clearly mani- 
felted 3 as for inſtance, how many pounds 
do-ſome men ſpend a year on their Dogs, 
when in the mean while, the paor Saints of 
God may ſtarve for hunger ? they will build - 
Houſes for their Dogs, when the Saints 
Mmuſtbe glad to wander, and lodge in Dens' 
and Caves of the Earth, Heb. 11.38. and 
if they. be jn any of their Houſes, for the 
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hire thereof, they will warn. them out, or 
Ej=&t them, or pull down the Houſeover 
their heads, rather than not rid themſelves 
of ſuch Tenants. Again, ſomemen cannot 
"= g0 half a mile from home, but they muſt 
E- ſy * have Dogs at their heels, but they can very 
willingly go half a ſcore nules without the 
fociety of a Chriſtian. Nay, if when they 
are byſte with their Dogs, they ſhould 


lIngly ſhifthim if they could : they will go 
on the other fide the Hedge or the way, ra- 
ther than they will have any ſociety with 
him 3 and if at any time a child of God 
{ſhould come into a Houſe where there are 
but two or three ungodly wretches, they 
- do commonly wiſh either themſelves or the 
_ Saintour of doors ; and why ſo ? becauſe 
they cannot down' with. the ſociety of a 
Chnſtian : though it there come 1n at the 
___ fametimea Dog, or a drunken fearing 
' - wretch, which 1s worſe than a Dog, they 
, will make him welcom, he ſhall fit down 
- = withthem, and pattake-of their dainties, 
 _ And now tell me, you that love your fins 
and your pleaſures, had you not rather 
keep company with a Drunkard, a Swearer, 
Strampet, a Thief, nay a Dog, than with 
an honeſt hearted Chriſtian > if you fay no, 
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chance to meet a Chriſtian, they would wil- 
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you would eat them up? yet at the very 
fame time, 1f you can but meet with your 
Dog, or a drunken companion, you can 
fawn upon them, take acquaintance with 
them, 1f 1t be two or three times 1n a week : 
But if the Saints of God meet together, 
BE pray together, and labour to edifie one ano- 
| ther, you will ftay till Doomſday before 
you will look into the Houſe where they 
are. Ah friends, when all comes to all, 
you will be found to love Drunkards, 


the Devil, rather than to have loving and 
fnendly ſociety withthe Saints of God.

Fourthly, It thy Sorrow be Godly, and 
is for fin as 1t 15 an offence againſt God, thou 
wilt then be more defirous to be rid of fin, 
than of any other croſs whatſoever ; yea, 
2s heartily deſirous neyer to commt it, as. 
thou art deſirous that God would never 
mpute 1t. | 

Now 11 the Second place, this may ſerve 
for the Reproof, yea, | for the terror of 
many, whoreſt in a counterfeit and unſound 
Repentance. For, doth a true Penitent 
oneve more for Gods cauſe than for hisown? 
Is he more grieved for the offence againſt 
God, than for any manner of reſpec unto 
himſelf? Then ſurely ſich are far trom true 
Repentance, who ( were it not for fear 
or ſhame) could be content to live in fin, 
and tumble in it all their days. 

And before thee | That'is, in thy ſight,
